Nature Of Business

The Company is broker-dealer registered with the Securities and Exchange Commission SEC and is

member of the Financial industry Regulatory Authority FINRA The Company was organized November
1.2001 pursuant to the Delaware Limited Liability Company Act Under the Delaware Limited Liability

Company Act neither member nor manager of an LLC is personally liable for debt obligation or

liability of the LLC arising in contract tort or otherwise

The Company claims exemption to Securities and Exchange Commission SEC Rule l5c3-3 under

subparagraph k2B The provision of the rule shall not be applicable to broker or dealer who as an

introducing broker or dealer clears all transactions with and for customers on fully disclosed basis with

clearing broker or dealer and who promptly transmits all customer funds and securities to the clearing

broker or dealer which carries all of the accounts of such customers and maintains and
preserves such

books and records pertaining thereto
pursuant to the requirements of SEC Rules 7a-3 and 7a-4 as are

customarily made and kept by clearing broker or dealer

Summary Of Significant Accounting Policies

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with U.S generally accepted accounting principles

requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and

liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and

reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period Actual results could differ from

those estimates

Property and equipment are stated at cost Significant costs of improvements are capitalized and repair

costs are charged to expense as incurred The cost of assets sold retired or abandoned and the related

accumulated depreciation are removed from the accounts and any resulting gain or loss is included in

earnings Depreciation is computed using the straight-line method over the estimated useful lives of the

related assets

No provision for federal taxes on income is required since the members report their proportionate share of

taxable income in their respective income tax returns The Company is subject to certain state taxes

Commissions and related clearing expenses are recorded on trade-date basis as securities transactions

occur The Company clears its securities transactions through another broker-dealer on fully disclosed

basis

Management has evaluated subsequent events through February 22 2010 the date when the financial

statements were available to be issued

Concentration Of Credit Risk

The Company maintains cash accounts at various financial institutions and has credit risk for balances in

excess of federally insured limits

Related Party Transactions

During the years ended December 2009 and 2008 the Company acted as an introducing broker to

limited liability company whose managing member is 54 Capital LLC related entity through common

ownership Commissions earned through the trading activity of the limited liability company totaled

approximately $2992000 and $294000 for the years ended December 31 2009 and 2008 respectively

As of December 31 2009 the Company was owed $4410 from party related by common ownership
related to overpayments made under an expense sharing agreement As of December 31 2008 the

Company owed party related by common ownership unpaid rent for terminated lease of $30320 and

$29406 for expenses paid by the related party to be reimbursed under an expense sharing agreement
included in accounts payable These expenses include salaries and benefits rent utilities and other

expenses Both amounts were paid in 2009

Net Capital Requirements

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission Uniform Net Capital Rule SEC rule

15c3-1 which requires the maintenance of minimum net capital and requires that the ratio olaggregate

indebtedness to net capital both as defined shall not exceed 15 to and the rule of the applicable

exchange also provides that equity capital may not be withdrawn or cash dividends paid if the resulting net

capital ratio would exceed 10 to The Companys SEC net capital requirement is the greater of $5000 or

2/3% of the total aggregate indebtedness calculated to be $6253 As of December 31 2009 the

Company had net capital of $923239 as calculated in accordance with Rule 15c3-1 which was $9 16.986 in

excess of its SEC required net capital The Companys net capital ratio was 0.10 to

Clearing Broker Requirements

The Companys clearing broker as of December 2009 and 2008 requires the Company to maintain net

equity equal to or greater than the amount required by the SEC net capital rules applicable to

correspondent introducing broker as described in Note or $100000 The Company is also required to

maintain cash deposit with the clearing broker of 100.000

Subsequent Event

Effective January 2010 the Company instituted 40 1k plan and pension plan that will cover eligible

employees as defined in the plan The 40 1k plan will allow for discretionary employer contributions and

the pension plan will require minimum contributions as determined by the Companys actuaries
